The cause of a single-vehi¬ 
cle accident from which a 
Leitchfield man was airlifted 
Monday morning remains 
unknown.

Man faces more than 
2,000 child porn chaiges

A Bardstown man is facing more 
than 2,000 counts of distribution and 
possession of child pornography. 

On Feb. 2, Bardstown Police and 
the Kentucky State Police Electronic 
Crime Branch conducted a search 
warrant at the home of Richard 
Keene, 44. KSP reports that it seized 
a computer allegedly used to distrib¬ 
ute child pornography, along with 
thousands of explicit videos and 
images. These items were reportedly 
examined by the KSP Forensic 
Laboratory before Keene was arrest¬ 
ed Feb. 16. 

The arrest was the result of an 
undercover investigation that began in 
September 2011, KSP reported in a

press release. Keene 
came under suspicion 
after detectives report¬ 
edly discovered some¬ 
one sharing images of 
the sexual exploitation 
of children on the 
Internet, the release 
said. 

Officer Jason 
Woodson, who heads the Bardstown 
Police Department’s Cyber Crimes 
Unit, said the two agencies decided to 
work together when they realized they 
were investigating the same person. 

“We were both working the case 
and KSP had a little more than what I 
had at that given time, so we agreed to 
work mutually,” he said.

NELSON FISCAL COURT 

County garbage rates will 
increase by $2 in a two-year span

Magistrates voted by a slim margin 
to increase garbage and landfill fees 
at a meeting of Nelson Fiscal Court 
Tuesday. 

District 2 Magistrate Jeff Lear and 
District 5 Magistrate Jerry Hahn 
opposed the increase, lobbying 
instead to keep landfill rates the same 
and increase garbage by a smaller 
amount. 

The increases for which magis¬ 


trates Sam Hutchins, Bernard Ice and 
Keith Metcalfe ultimately voted will 
raise the landfill tipping fee for com¬ 
pacted trash from $10 per compacted 
yard to $12.50 for Nelson County 
customers. The monthly garbage 
pick-up fee will increase from $12.50 
to $14.50 over a period of two years, 
with a $1 increase each year. 

The more gradual increase is a 
result of Hahn’s concern the increase 
was too steep all at once, Nelson 
County Judge Executive Dean Watts 
said. 

But Hahn ultimately seconded 
Lear’s motion to increase garbage 
only $1 per month and leave landfill

A Bardstown man indicted for 
stalking and weapon possession has 
been accused of leading a Bullitt 
County deputy on a chase down

“We’d received 
multiple complaints at that residence 
over a period of time,” he said. 

Milburn was allegedly discovered 
that day in possession of a .22-caliber 
handgun, illegal for a convicted 
felon. Milburn was convicted of 
complicity to theft by unlawful taking 
and complicity to tampering with 
physical evidence in 2010. 

The woman took out an emergency 
protective order against him the day 
he was arrested, Allison said.

An attempted robbery in 
which the suspects were 
allegedly armed with a gun 
and a butcher-style knife 
ended with one suspect in 
the hospital Jan. 29. 

Demetrius Watkins, 34,

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Ag commissioner explains office goals 


James Comer in 
town for Lincoln Day 
Dinner

Agriculture 
Commissioner James 
Comer wants to stress trans¬ 
parency as he begins his first 
term in the state office. 

“Taxpayers want trans¬ 
parency,” Comer said. 

Elected in November, 
Comer has just five weeks 
under his belt as agriculture 
commissioner. But he 
already has a plan to 
improve on the role and 
make his department 
accountable to the people 
who elected him. 

Comer talked about his 
plan Saturday night at the 
Nelson County Organization 
of Republican Women’s 
Lincoln Day Dinner. Part of 
the plan means being as 
transparent as possible. His 
first week in office, Comer 
called for an audit of his 
department after former 
Agriculture Commissioner 
Richie Farmer, who ran as 
lieutenant governor on an 
unsuccessful ticket with 
gubernatorial candidate 
David Williams, left the 
position. 

If Comer is able to do 
what he plans, another audit 
of his department won’t be 
necessary, he told the group 
of Republicans gathered for 
the dinner. 

“The people will be the 
auditors,” he said. 

Comer and his staff are 
working on a website that 
will show, line by line, the 
expenses and revenue for his 
department’s $28.5 million 
budget. 

“You’ll be able to see 
where every penny goes,” he 
said. 

Comer served as a state 
representative for 11 years 
before being elected ag com¬ 
missioner. During those 11 
years, he said he tried to pass 
bills in the General 
Assembly calling for trans¬ 
parency in government. 

“We can’t get those bills 
passed but we are going to 
do it in the Department of 
Agriculture,” Comer said. 
“We’re going to set the 
example.” 

Transparency is just one 
of his goals for his first term 
in office. Comer also wants 
to expand markets for 
Kentucky farmers by work¬ 
ing with the state Chamber 
of Commerce and expand¬ 
ing the Kentucky Proud pro¬ 
gram. His third goal is to 


expand rural economic 
development by forming a 
rural economic model 
around Kentucky. 

His goal is to increase the 
number of agriculture-relat¬ 
ed jobs in the state and make 
use of Kentucky’s idle lands. 

“Agriculture is the most 
important industry in 
Kentucky,” Comer said. “It’s 
a $5 billion industry.” 

In addition to laying out 
his plan as ag commissioner, 
Comer was also at the dinner 
to thank Nelson County vot¬ 
ers for their support last elec¬ 
tion. 

“I want to thank Nelson 
County for the overwhelm¬ 
ing support,” he said. 

In November, Comer 
received 64.1 percent of 
votes in Nelson County, 
slightly higher than his state 
percentage of 63.7. 

“A lot of people crossed 
over in that election to vote 
for me,” Comer said. “That 
just goes to show you can 
win in Kentucky as a 
Republican, but it’s hard.” 

Other speakers 

Also speaking at the 
Lincoln Day Dinner were 
State Rep. David Floyd, state 
representative candidate 
Donna Pegago, Nelson 
County Magistrate Jeff Lear 
and Jason Hasert, a repre¬ 
sentative for U.S. Sen. Rand 
Paul. 

Pegago said she entered 
the race for state representa¬ 
tive with the purpose of 
showing the average citizen 
that you can run for political 
office if you have enough 
drive. 

“Our government has 
become such that citizens 
with leadership skills don’t 
even think about running. 
They think you have to be 
wealthy and well-connected 
and I don’t think it should be 
this way,” she said. 

She encouraged others to 
follow her lead and be will¬ 
ing to step up and “put our¬ 


selves out there and be will¬ 
ing to serve” to make the 
changes needed in today’s 
society. 

Elected in 2010, Lear 
began serving as a Nelson 
County magistrate at the 
beginning of 2011. With one 
year under his belt, he’s got a 
better idea how things in the 
county work. Being the only 
Republican on Fiscal Court, 
Lear said he finds himself on 
the losing end of a lot of 4-1 
votes. But instead of looking 
at it as a defeat, he considers 
it only losing by four votes. 

Like Pegago, Lear encour¬ 
aged others to get involved 
with the political process. 

“Be engaged and pay 
attention,” he said. “Let your 
opinion be known.” 

He encouraged others to 
step forward to serve. 

“I’ll keep fighting the 
fight for you but I need some 
help,” he said. 

Floyd introduced himself 
to the crowd making fun of 
his switch between political 
seats this year. 

“I’m David Floyd and I’m 
running for state representa¬ 
tive. No, I’m running for 
state Senate, no state repre¬ 
sentative,” Floyd said to a 
laughing crowd. 

Floyd, who is a candidate 
for the state representative 
seat he currently holds, first 
filed to run for re-election to 
that seat but when the new 
boundary lines were drawn 
for state House and Senate 
representation due to the 
2010 U.S. Census figures, 
Floyd withdrew that filing 
and filed to run for state sen¬ 
ate. But after a judge threw 
out the new boundary lines, 
saying they were unconstitu¬ 
tional, Floyd then re-filed for 
the state representative post. 

At the dinner, he read a 
message from U.S. Sen. 
Mitch McConnell. 

McConnell’s letter encour¬ 
aged Republican voters to 
continue fighting to get

Will guns, chases, fireworks end this triangle? 



The world’s deadliest 
CIA operatives are insepa¬ 
rable partners and best 
friends until they fall for the 
same woman. Having once

gives Tuck (Hardy from

The movie is well-written 
enough so that we really 
can’t tell whom she is going 
to pick. Pine has the top 
billing so that may be a clue 
as it is with most romantic 
comedies. But Hardy is the 
underdog.

Fairfield is 
more than a 
post office 

Fairfield is not losing its identity but it is losing 
its post office. 

The Postal Regulatory Commission signed and 
delivered its decision for the Fairfield Post Office 
Feb. 9. A May 18 closing date was announced. 

Understandably, Fairfield residents are upset with 
the decision. Since early last year when the U.S. 
Postal Service announced it was looking at closing 
a number of its smaller post offices to try and cut 
losses during some financial woes, Fairfield resi¬ 
dents have held their collective breath. Fairfield 
was on the list of possible closures, along with 
about 2,000 others. 

Residents spent much of last year signing peti¬ 
tions, attending meetings and generally hoping the 
post office would remain open in Fairfield. The 
closure was pushed back each time one of these 
meetings was held. But with the final decision just 
announced, it appears the post office will be 
closing in May. 

Like most businesses, the U.S. Post Office had to 
look at the bottom line when making its final deter¬ 
mination. The institution lost nearly $8.5 billion in 
the 2010 fiscal year. With e-mail, bill payments 
online and the economy pulling at the purse strings 
of the USPS, it was obvious some changes need to 
be made. The closing of the Fairfield Post Office is 
expected to save about $39,000 a year. That may 
seem small compared to the major financial 
problems being faced by the U.S. Postal Service 
but multiply that by thousands of similarly-sized 
post offices that are also facing closure and you 
start to see the big picture. 

Decreased transactionsthrough the years at the 
Fairfield Post Office put the post office on the list 
to be closed. It’s open minimally on the weekdays 
— 10 a.m.- 2 p.m. — and doesn’t employ any rural 
route carriers. The 94 post office boxes and mail 
residents in and around Fairfield are serviced by 
mail carriers from Bloomfield, Taylorsville and 
Cox’s Creek post offices. The post office is mainly 
a convenience for local residents and a form of tra¬ 
dition in the town. 

Rural post offices popped up around the nation 
years ago to be able to service everyone. But with a 
mobile society such as what we have now, those 
small post offices are not needed like they once 
were. 

And with at least two post offices — Bloomfield 
and Cox’s Creek — within six miles of Fairfield, it 
would seem feasible USPS would save money by 
closing the office. 

There was a time when travel was limited for res¬ 
idents and post offices were the epicenter for many 
rural communities. But not so much anymore. 
Consolidating post offices seems a natural choice. 

The one bright spot for Fairfield is the identity of 
the town isn’t wrapped up in its post office. Fair- 
field has a history of its own that the closing of a 
small post office won’t diminish. 

Just five miles from Bloomfield, Fairfield is 
nestled in the heart of Nelson County. The city was 
formed when a small number of Catholics settled a 
mile from the present site in 1795. Early residents 
called the town Turkey Town because of the abun¬ 
dance of the bird. The city, incorporated in 1820, 
was a thriving town in the 1800s. Fairfield once 
boasted dry goods dealers, blacksmiths, livestock 
traders, cobblers, a hotel and even a distillery — 
the now defunct H. McKenna Distillery. 

The U.S. Postal Service might be able to take 
Fairfield’s Post Office ,but it can’t take its history.

There are 
daily committee meetings, 
policy briefings, visits from 
constituents, and meetings 
with various advocacy 
groups. 

Early in the week, the 
Senate passed Senate Bill 
103 in a bipartisan vote that 
will require a doctor per¬ 
forming an abortion to first 
perform an ultrasound 
(which is done anyway) so 
that the woman may view it, 
if she wishes. The woman 
will not be forced to look at 
the picture. However, it is 
important, as with any med¬ 
ical procedure, for the 
woman to have the fullest 
information possible. It can 
also be hoped that the moth¬ 
er will have the opportunity 
to perhaps reconsider her 
decision. 

In addition, we passed 
House Bill 121 that will 
require all POW flags sold in 
Kentucky to be made in the 
United States. These flags 
represent our men and 
women who gave up a por¬ 
tion of their lives, undergo¬ 
ing mistreatment and worse, 
in defense of America. It is 
only correct that these sym¬ 
bols be made with American 
labor. 

I would like to give you an 
update on some of the other 
major issues being discussed 
in Frankfort. As many of you 
have heard, Senate Bill 151, 
the casino bill, was intro¬ 
duced this week. It would 
provide for up to seven full 
casinos around Kentucky, 
some at horse tracks, others 
free-standing. It would give 
monopolies of the licenses 
free to the horse tracks. 
There is no other state that 
gives constitutional protec¬ 
tion to a private company. 
Some note that any revenue 
would go to vague and gen¬ 
eral purposes such as job 
creation, education, social 
services, and the horse

industry. We don’t know 
how much or exactly for 
what precise purpose. The 
lottery was supposed to go to 
education as well, as you 
may recall. The constitution¬ 
al amendment is being heard 
next week in committee. I 
will keep you posted on the 
evolving events. 

Also this week, the Senate 
Health and Welfare 
Committee heard again from 
the Medicaid managed care 
companies. We are getting 
flooded with phone calls, 
emails, and messages from 
both providers and patients 
with legitimate complaints 
of late payments and delayed 
authorizations, often for pro¬ 
cedures that should be rou¬ 
tine. In one incredible case, a 
woman in labor arrived at 
the hospital and the man¬ 
aged care organization 
required a pre-authorization 
before reimbursing. 

Fourteen days later with 
mom and baby safe at home, 
the company still hadn’t 
authorized the birth! The 
committee asked for a 
timetable for the correction 
of these problems. As the 
chairman of the Program 
Review and Investigations 
Committee, I have also held 
several meetings on this seri¬ 
ous topic. 

Finally, I was proud to 
sign my name to a brief filed 
with the U.S. Supreme Court 
that challenges the constitu¬ 
tionality of Obamacare. It is 
my belief that the Federal 
Government has no 
Constitutional power to 


force free citizens into pur¬ 
chasing a product from a pri¬ 
vate business, in this case, 
health insurance. In this 
action, I’ve joined 300 other 
state legislators throughout 
the country, and 59 lawmak¬ 
ers from right here in 
Kentucky, whose Attorneys 
General have not challenged 
this law. Legislation to this 
effect has been introduced 
various times but all have 
been blocked in the House of 
Representatives. While I am 
committed to promoting the 
public welfare and the health 
of all Kentuckians, I am 
firmly against the encroach¬ 
ment upon individual free¬ 
doms and states’ sovereignty.

STAFFREPORT 

The following people 
were sentenced recently in 
Nelson Circuit Court. All 
had previously entered a 
plea of guilty or had been 
found guilty during a crimi¬ 
nal trial. 

• John H. Turner, 47, 
Lebanon, was sentenced in 
two separate cases. His 
motion for probation was 
denied in both cases on the 
grounds it would depreciate 
the seriousness of the crime. 
The sentences are to be 
served concurrently for a 
total of five years. 

In the first, Turner was 
sentenced to five years in 
prison for theft by deception 
over $500. He was ordered 
to pay $1,524.60 restitution 
to Clark Jewelers. Turner 
allegedly passed a check 
there knowing it would not 
be honored. 

In the second. Turner was 
sentenced to five years in 
prison for theft by failure to 
make required disposition of 
property. According to court 
records, Turner rented a tele¬ 


vision and failed to return it 
or make payments on it. 

• Ray A. Calbert, 35, 
Bardstown, was sentenced to 
four years in prison for tam¬ 
pering with physical evi¬ 
dence, three years in prison 
for first-degree possession 
of a controlled substance, 12 
months in jail for second- 
degree possession of a con¬ 
trolled substance, and 30 
days in jail for operating a 
motor vehicle under the 
influence, second offense. 
The sentences are to be 
served concurrently for a 
total of four years. Calbert’s 
motion for probation was 
denied on the grounds it 
would unduly depreciate the 
seriousness of the crime. 
Calbert was ordered to for¬ 
feit items seized. According 
to court records, on Oct. 13, 
2011, a vehicle Calbert was 
driving was pulled over, and 
the law enforcement officer 
found Xanax in Calbert’s hat 
and cocaine hidden in the 
crotch area of his pants. 

• Robert Dwayne Wheat, 
36, Cox’s Creek, was sen¬ 
tenced to two years in prison 


for theft by unlawful taking. 
He was granted probation 
for a period of five years fol¬ 
lowing set conditions, 
including paying restitution 
and reporting to a probation 
officer. According to court 
records, Wheat used his dri¬ 
ver’s license to sell several 
stolen metal drainage grates, 
which were Bardstown City 
property, to Waddell’s 
Recycling in September 
2011. The grates were taken 
from Miller Springs 
Subdivision and valued at 
$1,141, according to a police 
report. 

• Charles R. Hood, 19, 
Bloomfield, was granted a 
three-year, unsupervised 
pretrial diversion for two 
counts of complicity to 
third-degree burglary, two 
counts of complicity to 
receiving stolen property 
and third-degree complicity 
to criminal mischief. 
Conditions of the diversion 
include paying restitution to 
two victims. According to 
court records, Hood and 
Brandon Moss stole four 
wheels and tires and a 


motorcycle. 

• Brandon David Moss, 
24, Bardstown, was granted 
a three-year, unsupervised 
pretrial diversion for two 
counts of complicity to 
third-degree burglary, two 
counts of complicity to 
receiving stolen property 
and complicity to criminal 
mischief. Conditions of the 
diversion include paying 
restitution to two victims. 
According to court records, 
Moss and Charles Hood 
stole four wheels and tires 
and a motorcycle. 

• Sean Davis Carney, 31, 
Bardstown, was granted a 
three-year, unsupervised 
pretrial diversion for culti¬ 
vating marijuana, five or 
more plants, possession of 
drug paraphernalia and pos¬ 
session of marijuana. 
Conditions of the diversion 
include forfeiting most items 
seized. According to court 
records, on Sept. 17, 2011, 
officers found marijuana 
growing in a room where 
Carney was living on 
Springhill Drive.

Taking college 
classes while still in high 
school continues to be inter¬ 
esting for Humes.

rates the same. 

Lear pointed to the 
$200,000 in administrative 
fees that is transferred annu¬ 
ally into the county’s general 
fund budget from the land¬ 
fill, which he said in turn 
causes the landfill to 
demand higher fees from 
solid waste, or garbage, cus¬ 
tomers from the waste that 
garbage trucks bring into the 
landfill. 

“The tipping fee increase, 
to me, in particular is more 
about maintaining our abili¬ 
ty to transfer dollars to other 
departments than it is about 
landfill expansion,” Lear 
said. “It is essentially a back 
door tax increase and I can’t 
support it.” 

“How do you propose 
paying for the next construc¬ 
tion phase?” Watts asked. 
The landfill proposes to 
begin building another 
expansion in about eight 
years, and the intention of 
the landfill increase is to 
fund part of that expansion. 

Solid Waste Director 
Brad Spalding has said the 
increase that was approved 
Tuesday would fund about 
$2 million of that $3.5 mil¬ 
lion expansion. 

Watts also pointed to 
increased expenses through 
the years. From 2000 to 
2011, for the landfill and 
solid waste combined, he 
estimated annual fuel costs 
have increased $247,900 
annually, labor $425,600 
annually and utilities 
$155,000 annually. 

But Lear said that if half 
of the administrative fees 
that are turned over annually 
are held back in the landfill 
budget, he believed a land¬ 
fill fee increase could be 
delayed for about three-and- 
a-half years. 

He added that the county 
took in $133,000 in tax rev¬ 
enue over what was budget¬ 
ed last year and expects to 
take in $100,000 additional 
property taxes than project¬ 
ed this year. Add in project¬ 
ed increases in revenue from 
occupational license fees 
and distilled spirits taxes, 
and Lear estimated that this 
fiscal year, the county will 
take in $190,000-$220,000 
above what was projected in 
the budget. 

“There’s nothing wrong 
with having a little rainy day 
fund,” Watts said, saying 
extra projects have been 
funded by such additional 
revenue. He added that 
Lear’s numbers were pro¬ 
jected, not actual numbers 
for this fiscal year. And, 
Watts said, the $200,000 is 
an estimate based on a for¬ 
mula that calculates how 
much departments owe in 
administrative fees each 


year. Because the landfill 
sometimes owes more and 
sometimes owes less, 
$200,000 is a rough average. 

“The problem we were 
asked to solve was landfill 
expansion, and my point is 
that the money is there,” 
Lear said. 

“I still say and think that 
it’s a mandatory thing, and 
so whatever the fee is, 
they’re mandatory to pay it,” 
Hahn said after the vote. “I 
don’t think it’s fair to the 
public.” 

The increase approved 
Tuesday will not apply to 
low-income customers who 
qualify for reduced garbage 
pick-up fees, Watts said. 

Culvertown Park 

Fiscal Court voted to 
allow Gene Culver of Bent 
Arrow Archery to set up an 
archery course on occasion 
in the 16.5-acre Culvertown 
Park. Culver’s was the only 
proposal submitted when the 
county advertised for other 
options. 

Culver will not pay to use 
the park, but Watts said he 
hopes it will bring more 
activity to the area, because 
its only regular events are 
summertime softball games. 

“It’s probably the most 
underutilized piece of coun¬ 
ty property we have,” Watts 
said. 

Culver has already pro¬ 
posed several dates for 3-D 
shoots in the park this year, 
and will charge participation 
fees. 

In other news: 

• Phase 1 of bulky item 
pickup begins Feb. 27 in the 
eastern part of the county; 
phase 2 in the southern part 
of the county begins March 
12; and phase three begins 
March 26. Anyone wishing 
to go ahead and bring junk 
to the landfill now can do so 
free of charge, Watts said. 

• The Nelson County 
Senior Citizens Center, 
scheduled for completion on 
March 6, is about two weeks 
behind schedule, Watts said. 

“The brick is 99 percent 
done, the doors are in, the 
windows are in,” Spalding 
said, and primer and one 
coat of paint are on the 
inside walls. 

• The Workforce 
Investment and Division of 
Real Properties for 
Employment Office will pay 
$12 instead of $10.50 per 
square foot to lease the 
unemployment office on 
West Stephen Foster 
Avenue, where it has been 
for roughly 20 years, accord¬ 
ing to Watts. 

• The Kentucky Board of 

Emergency Medical 

Services found no problems 
or deficiencies during its 
annual visit to Nelson 
County EMS. 

• Nelson County EMS 
Director Joe Prewitt remind-

Upon his arrest, Keene 
was charged with 11 counts 
of distribution of matter por¬ 
traying a sex performance 
and 2,000 counts of matter 
portraying sex performance 
by a minor. As of Monday 
morning, Keene remained in 
Nelson County Jail on a 
$9,500 cash bond. 

The distribution charge, 
Woodson explained, means 
Keene was allegedly sharing 
images or videos online. 

“We kind of monitor peer- 


to-peer networks. I guess 
you can say we monitor any 
kind of sharing that goes on 
online,” he said. 

Woodson said this was the 
largest number of charges he 
had seen in a cyber crimes 
case he has been involved in 
so far. The Bardstown Police 
Department’s Cyber Crimes 
Unit has been up and run¬ 
ning since May 2011, and 
Woodson said several inves¬ 
tigations are ongoing. At 
least two arrests have been 
made as a result of 
Woodson’s investigations. 

“We are trying to get these 
predators off the street,” he 
said.

Jail, Milburn bonded out the 
same day. 

Then, about 3:41 a.m. 
Feb. 4, a woman flagged 
down Dep. Miller from the 
side of KY 480, Cedar 
Grove Road, in Bullitt 
County. According to 
Miller’s report, the woman’s 
vehicle appeared to be bro¬ 
ken down, and Milburn was 
allegedly standing beside 
her — the same woman 
Milburn had been charged 
with stalking. 

“The female shouted that 
she had a EPO against the 
male and needed help,” 
Miller’s report stated. 

But Milburn allegedly 


took his vehicle and drove 
off west down KY 480, and 
Miller pursued, his emer¬ 
gency lights flashing. 

Milburn reportedly made 
a left turn on two wheels as 
he ran a red light onto the I- 
65 entrance ramp. 

Milburn allegedly weaved 
through traffic as he sped 
south on 1-65. As he 
approached the Exit 112 
ramp to KY 245, Miller 
reported he swerved from 
the far left lane all the way 
across to the right, cutting in 
front of a semi truck, which 
had to brake and steer to the 
left to avoid Milburn’s vehi¬ 
cle. 

Miller alleges Milburn 
sped up the ramp, ran the red 
light at the intersection of 
KY 245, then struck the con¬ 
crete traffic island and went 


airborne. His vehicle report¬ 
edly landed on all four 
wheels as Milburn cut right, 
then ran off the right shoul¬ 
der of the 1-65 entrance 
ramp and struck a light pole. 
Miller reports Milburn cut 
his wheels left, trying to cor¬ 
rect his steering, causing his 
vehicle to overturn three 
times before it struck the 
rear of a parked semi on the 
right side of the entrance 
ramp. 

The fire department was 
called and Bullitt County 
EMS transported Milburn to 
University of Louisville 
Hospital, where he was 
treated before being taken to 
Bullitt County Jail.

Top angler 
offers tips 

With a name like Whitey 
Outlaw, he might be suited to 
be a country-western star, or 
maybe a World Wrestling fight¬ 
er, but to those who know the 
name, know he is one of the top 
crappie fishing pros in the 
country. 

Whitey has been fishing 
crappie tournaments since he 
was 15, when he won his first 
tournament on his home lake, 
Santee Cooper in South 
Carolina. 

He has fished every 
CrappieMasters major tourney 
since, and he and his partner, 
Mike Parrott, won the organiza¬ 
tion’s Classic three years ago. 

At the recent 

CrappieMasters Florida 
Championship on the Harris 
Chain of Lakes, fished from 
Taveres, I had the opportunity 
to fish with Whitey in a media 
event on Thursday before com¬ 
petition began the next day. I’ve 
been fortunate to fish with a 
number of tourney anglers and 
appreciate the opportunity. 
Most of the anglers are great 
people and I always learn from 
them. 

Fishing with Whitey didn’t 
produce many large fish. A 
cold front had slowed fishing. I 
would have thought it was just 
the Phil Junker jinx, but most 
other anglers also found fishing 
tough. 

However, I was able to pick 
up a number of pointers from 
Whitey: 

• “I ‘push’ everything (mean¬ 
ing he uses poles in front of the 
boat while trolling),” said 
Whitey. “I find I get better 
quality fish out front of the 
boat, rather then trolling long 
lines out the back.” 

• He also is a believer in live 
bait. He usually uses tandem 
hooks. On top is a hook only 
and on the bottom is a jig. He 
places minnows on both. 
“Using live bait helps take the 
color factor out of it. The fish 
will bite the minnow.” 

• He enjoys hunting and 
finding the fish as much as he 
likes catching them. He also is 
an avid hunter from deer to 
birds. When he is “hunting” 
fish he uses poles set at multi¬ 
ple depths until he has success 
at a certain depth and then he 
sets the other poles to the depth 
where he is finding the action. 

• White crappie tend to stay 
put. Black crappie use vegeta¬ 
tion as structure, while white 
crappie prefer wood structure. 
... The two things that tend to 
move the fish are temperature 
and the moon. 

• Some people have the mis¬ 
conception that crappie only 
spawn on shore, but in reality 
they will spawn in 8-10 feet of 
water. 

• On cold mornings fish tend 
to not bite, especially down 
here (Florida) when cold fronts 
roll through. It is bad for fish¬ 
ing. ... Fish hit better in the 
afternoon when the water 
warms up some. 

• Among Whitey’s sponsors 
is B’n’M Poles. He has helped

The often quoted and insightful 
former New York Yankee catcher 
Yogi Berra once said, “When you get 
to the fork in the road, take it.” 

For most of us, the decision on 
which way to go is a difficult one. 
The choice can be life altering. 

Bardstown High senior lineman 
Jaylin Tonge’s life came to the 
proverbial fork in the road when he 
lost his dad, Brian, four years ago. 

Fortunately, Tonge chose the right 
path and used the death of his No. 1 
supporter to motivate himself to 
become a better football player. 

His hard work paid off when he 
recently signed a letter of intent to 
play football and to continue his edu¬ 
cation at Kentucky Christian 
University in Grayson. 

“He could have very easily gone 
down the wrong path when his dad 
died when he was 13 years old,” said 
his very proud mother, Demitra 
Newby. “He has worked hard to 
overcome the adversity to get to this 
point.” 

Tonge admitted recently that it 
was not always easy. 

“My dad was always my biggest 
fan and my biggest supporter,” he 


said. “He was always on the sidelines 
during my games cheering for me. I 
still look over near the concession 
stands and see my uncles, knowing 
my dad is right there with them.” 

The 5’8, 280-pounder was dealt 
another setback after suffering a high 
ankle injury during his junior season. 


“I tried to come back too soon and 
I wasn’t really ready,” Tonge said. “I 
did a lot of lifting and running trying 
to get in shape for my senior season.” 

“Bardstown Rehab worked with 
him a lot also,” Newby said. “I think

the company design crappie 
gear. He uses 16-foot poles 
and reels when he is spider- 
rig fishing from his boat. 
Yamaha trucks and Bobby 
Garland lures are also 
among his sponsors. 

• In tournament fishing, 
time is money. He says he 
can’t waste time not fishing 
while he is re-rigging his line 
and poles. He keeps two- 
hook (one hook and one jig) 
made up and wrapped on a 
cylinder, so all he has to do 
to re-rig a pole is tie a new 
tandem on and bait. 

• There has been a lot of 
new technology to change 
fishing. There are new elec¬ 
tronics, better poles and line 
and other equipment. But 
one thing hasn’t changed. 
That’s the fish. ... Fishing is 
the same as it was 100 years 
ago; you still have to find 
them. 

• Whitey would like to see 
a minimum 10-inch size 


limit across the nation. He is 
confident it would improve 
the fish quality nationally. 

• Whitey loves to hunt as 
well as fish. In the fishing 
off-season he hunts nearly 
every day except Sunday. 

“I hunt six days a week, 
but not on Sunday. The Good 
Lord game me six days a 
week to hunt, so I don’t need 
to hunt on Sunday.” 

Having the opportunity to 
fish with different anglers 
always is a neat experience, 
even if I don’t catch fish. 
And frequently, I don’t. I 
spend most of my time with 
a notebook and camera. 
That’s my excuse, and I’m 
sticking with it.

Witch hazels already in bloom 


Gardeners get anxious 
this time of the year. Warm 
one day, cold the next, the 
sun coaxes open a little 
patch of crocus by the path 
or we catch sight of an old 
landscape filled with waves 
of blooming white snow 
drops. This year the show is 
sure to come early and the 
forsythia are not the first to 
bloom, despite this oft cited 
sign of spring! There are 
other early bloomers to keep 
us occupied until spring 
truly arrives. 

Right now I am looking 
out the window watching 
our Cornus mas literally pop 
open. I noticed the buds had 
begun to swell in the last 
week after the most recent 
cold snap and today’s sun 
has warmed some buds 
enough to show the yellow 
petals that they had been 
protecting for months. 

It is surprising we don’t 
see more Cornus mas — or 
cornelian cherry — in our 
landscapes; it is the perfect 
small tree with all kinds of 
ornamental value. Disease 
and insect free, the cornelian 
cherry has mottled, peeling 
bark and is the first tree to 
bloom in late winter or very 
early spring (and if the tem¬ 
peratures stay on the cool 
side the bloom time can last 
for weeks), and has lustrous 
foliage and red edible fruit in 
the summer. 

Although the cornelian 
cherry is not really a cherry, 
rather in the dogwood fami¬ 
ly, the tart fruit can be used 
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to make anything in which 
you would use cherries. 
Fresh from the tree or made 
into syrup for ice cream is a 
good use ... and if you go to 
international markets you 
will see the cornelian cherry 
in beverages and fruit 
spreads. 

The genus Hamamelis — 
or witch hazel — has long 
been a favorite out here at 
the farm. Some species 
bloom in late fall and early 
winter; others pop open on 
warm February days. The 
bloom, best described as 
crimped, twisted and curled, 
by Chris Lane in his book, 
Witch Hazels, has a whimsi¬ 
cal quality. The blooms also 
offer a spicy fragrance in the 
garden when not much else 
is going on. The different 
species have subtle differ¬ 
ences but on the whole the 
genus is a large, vase-shaped 
shrub at maturity with excel¬ 
lent landscape value whether 
you are looking to naturalize 
or formalize the landscape.

things about witch hazels. 
Sun or shade, average soil 
(certainly rich and well- 
drained is best), no pest 
problems, multi-seasonal 
interest and a selection that 
includes H. virginiana, the 
common American witch 
hazel that blooms in fall, H. 
japonica (Japanese witch 
hazel), H. mollis (Chinese 
witch hazel), H. vernalis 
(vernal witch hazel), and a 
group of hybrids represented 
by, H. x intermedia. This 
year most of these species 
have bloomed by now or just 
about now, always early 
bloomers no matter the win¬ 
ter. 

Corylopsis glabrescens, 
or the fragrant winterhazel, 
is from the same plant fami¬ 
ly as the witch hazel 
(Hamamelidaceae) and you 
can easily see the family 
resemblance in the foliage. 
Most “hazels” have thick, 
sturdy leaves with a fluted 
quality to them ... quite 


attractive, in fact. The win¬ 
terhazel has an open, sculp¬ 
tural quality to its habit, fiat- 
topped but spreading. It is a 
multi-stemmed shrub but 
can be trained into a single 
stem, small tree, with dili¬ 
gent pruning. The plant 
does have multi-seasonal 
appeal but the best part 
about it happens in early 
spring. Before the leaves 
emerge the winterhazel is 
covered in pendulous pale- 
yellow blooms dangling 
from the wide reaching 
branches. It is nature at its 
finest. 

The winterhazel is virtual¬ 
ly pest-free, likes rich, well- 
drained soil, full sun to part 
shade and is best situated in 
a protected area because it 
blooms so early for us. 
Unlike the crimped, curled 
and twisted blooms of its 
cousin, the witch hazel, a 
heavy April frost or freeze 
can damage the winter- 
hazel’s blooms.

This coming year presents 
some new opportunities to 
catch rainbow trout, blue cat¬ 
fish, redear sunfish, also 
known as shellcrackers and 
white crappie. 

Black crappie now domi¬ 
nate the population in 
Taylorsville Lake, and a 
good spawn last year should 
lead to good fishing for 
blacks in the coming years. 
Also, three years of white 
crappie stockings should 
lead to great fishing this 
spring. 

“The stocked white crap¬ 
pie are doing pretty good,” 
said Gerry Buynak, assistant 
director of fisheries for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“They are growing to about 


9 inches long in less than two 
years. We found a few white 
crappie over the 9-inch limit 
last year, so there should be 
more for anglers to catch this 
year.” 

White crappie stockings 
will continue at Taylorsville 
Lake and Kentucky Lake 
this year as well as eastern 
Kentucky’s Carr Creek and 
Paintsville lakes.
